The shriek of locomotive whistles 


at 5 minutes past 3 o'clock this morn-

the engineh ouse and gave the alarm. 
An Instant later the men were sliding 
down the pole and the department was 
on the scene in almost less time than 
it takes to 
tell it. 
There was, of 


course, the usual delay in getting on 
a stream, although time passes less 
rapidly than it seems on such an oc- 
casion . 


The blaze was but a few minutes old, 


yet It had assumed alarming propor- 
tions. It started in a stable at the 
rear of S. T. Harrington's blacksmith 
shop. Oil must have been stored there, 
for its odor was plainly perceptible and 
the fierceness of the flames was an- 
other evidence. 


Two streams were turned OR from 


engine No. 3, which was attached to 
the flre cistern on the plaza.

In the second story 


was the Plaza lodging house. 


Some of the occupants*escaped less 


than half clad and others had no time 
to save their personal belongings. 


While the Plaza lodging house was 


a brick building, the windows permit- 
ted the ingress of the flames and it 
was impossible to save this building 
with only two lines of hose. Another 
stream would have checked the flames 
to the three ror four wooden buildings 
already mentioned 


The next building to the westward 


was occupied by John Dotta, who con- 
ducted the Opera House saloon and 
lodging house. 


His damage was slight. Little or no 


injury was done by water, and prac- 
tically none by flre. 


The McKissick Opera House, which 


towered high above the other buildings, 
was in the greatest 
danger several 


times. Twice the roof caught fire and 
the cornices were blackened with the 
heat. The theater had its own flre com- 
pany and a line of hose was quickly 
gotten out, which played upon 
the 


adjoining building and materially aid- 
ed the department. 


By 3 40 the extreme heat of the fite

streets, where an ample supply was^ 
obtained, but in the meantime the'

scene and many of them rendered ma-' 
terial aid in getting personal property^ 
from the burning buildings.

or two by rushing into the Chinese 
washhouse and saving several noodle

Chief Leeper directed the pipe at 


the rear of the fire and Foreman Web- 
ster of Monumental Hose company, No., 
6, worked the men in front of the fire. 
It must be said to the credit of the paid* 
and volunteer departments that every 
man worked like a hero, taking chances 
with their lives in order to check the 
fire, which threatened at one time to 
become the largest conflagration in the 
history of this city. 


All in all, there burned a frontage of 


over 100 feet of buildings on Plaza 
street and destroyed the outbuildings 
to the alley to the north 


The saving of the opera-house and 


the Bradley company's store was due 
not to a well equipped flre department, 
but to the individual and well directed 
efforts of a bunch of valiant fire fight-'*™

Johnson Sides, a good Indian all his 


life, a friend of the whites as well as of 
his own people, was buried yesterday 
in Hillside cemetery and many whito 
people followed his body to the grave, 
although his tribesmen were pallbear- 
ers and chief mourners. 


Johnson Sides in his early life under- 


took the pacification of the Indians who 
then believed and had some reason to 
believe that the whites were encroach- 
ing upon their rights. A number of 
times he warned settlers that invad- 
ung bands weie coming to burn their 
houses and steal their live stock. 


In his later life he used every in- 


fluence to prevent his tribesmen from 
falling victims to the habits of drink 
and opium. 


When The Journal was published in 


the old building on West Second street 
he used often to climb the stairs and 
enter a protest agaunst the practice of 
the white men who furnished Indians 
with fire water. He had many of the 
failings of the lace, especially being 
deficient in the energy that makes a 
man a living without being dependent 
upon others, but he is dead and his 
faults have died with him.

over 35 yeais of age who were appointed after May 1, 1903, 
and announcing that heisaftei no man who has reached 
the age mentioned \\ill be permitted to entei the employ 
of the road a<s a clerk has occasioned considerable com- 
ment. In justification of the order ^he secretary of the 
company explains that men ^ho have become 35 •without 
succeeding at something else have little chance to take up 
lallroad -vvoik and make a success of it 


While It is tiue that most men have found their sphere 


in life by the time the> are 35 years old nevettheless tnere 
ate thousands of cases wheie men have changed their pro- 
feslons and business after leaching 35 or 40 yeais and have 
won success 
At 35 a man is capable of the hardest kind 


of mental or physical exertion, and should be more valu- 
able than a man ten yeais his junior 
If he happens to 


have had bad luck at one line and fleshes to entei rail- 
joad work as> a cleric 01 in some othei capacity, there is no 
good leason why he should not acquire sufficient know- 
ledge to make himself useful and even valuable to the 
company that employs him 
Gi eatei dependence may be 


placed on a man of 35 than on one ten 01 tv\ elve years
